Tile inexcusable practice of keep­ 
ing roosters with laying hens, which 
continues in an unreasonably high 
percentage of flocks in this country, 
is costing poultry owners (and con­ 
sumers, too) millions of dollars an ­ 
nually. And while advice against 
this folly may seem puerile to m any 
readers, the error is so widely prev­ 
alent th a t warnings m ust be sound­ 
ed frequently.

SGL BALDWIN 
GIVES HISTORY 
OF TAPS' CALL 


W ith Memorial services held over 
the week-end in many communities 
and cemeteries throughout Adams 
county, in honor of the men who 
fought In the nation's wars and are 
buried in these cemeteries. "Taps.” 
ttie bugle notes which conclude most 
urograms, became familiar again to 
thousands. 
Tile following history of "Taps" 
was compiled by Master Sergeant 
William G Baldwin, chief trum peter. 
Sons of Union Veterans Reserves, 
under 
the 
title “The Origin 
of 
Taps." It was taken from an official 
W ar Departm ent manual of bugle 
calls. 
“At the close of the battle of H ar­ 
rison’s 
Landing, near 
Richmond. 
Va.. August. 1862. Brie. Gen. D an­ 
iel Butterfield was checking casualty 
reports as tile result of this battle, 
which was barely a Union victory. 
“As he noticed among the list of 


those killed some of Ins best officers. 
he heard his bugler sounding “T at­ 
too." which was the last routine call 
at that tune, meaning 'lights out 
and quiet.’ 
Tile general, who had been a 
professor of music 
in 
civil 
life, 
ordered his bugler to report to him. 
When the bugler arrived, the gen­ 
eral handed him a musical sketch 
of his emotions, inspired by the re­ 
port of those killed in action. 
“He said; ‘Sergeant, can you sound 
a bugle by your reading the notes 
before you?’ 
The sergeant replied 
‘Yes, sir.' The general said: ‘I will 
hold a lantern and I want you to 
sound this call I wrote.' The bugler 
did so. A few changes were made, 
and the following night the call was 
sounded after ‘Tattoo.’ O ther regi­ 
m ental and brigade buglers repeated 
the call and Genera! Butterfield 
christened it 'Taps.' 
One month later the W ar D epart­ 
ment made it official and to this day 
it still is used by a1! branches of the 
armed forces. 
“Since its origin, several verses 
have been added to the music. Some 
are as follows: 
"Go to sleep, peaceful sleep. 
May the soldier or sailor God keep. 


Aged Treasurer 
Of R S. Is Killed 


Washington, May 30 '/Pl—William 
A. Julian, aged treasurer of the 
United States, was killed yesterday 
morning in an automobile accident j 
I as he drove to a country club to play 
a round of golf. 
Julian had served in his trea­ 
sury post for 16 years and during 
that time had issued $87,000,000,000 
worth of currency. His signature ap­ 
pears on U. S. paper money, op­ 
posite that of the secretary of the 
treasury. 
A quiet m an, he was seen little in 
formal society. Various records gave 
his age at from 78 to 87; friends 
said the latter was probably most 
nearly correct. Julian himself never 
discussed his age. 
Death came in a head-on col** 
lision with another car on a county 
road in nearby Bethesda, Md. The 
two men in the other car were only 
slightly hurt; no charges were filed I 
in the accident . 
Julian was appointed to the job 
of treasurer by Franklin D. Roosevelt 
in 1933.
